The Indian preoaration for combat consists 
simply of the redskin stripping himself of every- 
thina except his arms and ammunition. The 
mounted redskins shouted as they charaed on 
their conies towards the wagons. A terrific 
deadly rifle fire stopped the charae of the 
mounted Indians. Soon riderless ponies were 
ooinq in all directions. Chief White Cloud was 
dismayed. 

“How many soldiers are in those wagons? 
I have heard hundreds of guns fire." 

Meanwhile the dismounted Indians were 
crawling along ravines or coverina themselves 
with buffalo hides and bunches of grass. They 
opened fire upon the wagons but their bullets 
were ineffective against the metal. The soldiers 
shifted to the Colts and sprayed almost every 
inch of the ground. Very few of the redskins 
were alive to retreat. 

“We stopped them cold,” shouted Captain 
Howard McKinley as he looked through a small 
slit in wagon six.
